MURDERER HART 
IS NOW ON TRIAL 


TESTIMONY OF THE STATE CON­ 
CERNS HIS SANITY. 


Mother of the Defendant and His Vic­ 
tims Takes the Stand to Testify 
Against Her 
Son But Does So 
Unwillingly—Thought 
Him 
Un­ 
sound. 


R o c k f o r d , 111., J arf. 25.—The la st of 
the tw elve jurors in the Hart murder 
case w as chosen yesterday afternoon 
at 2 o’clock and the trial w as begun in 
earnest. 
A fter the last four jurors 
were accepted on both sides Judge 
Shaw excused the first juror accepted, 
W. A. Daniels, who w as accused of say­ 
ing th at he had got on the jury for the 
express purpose of 
hanging 
Hart. 
Lucien W illiams, a retired farmer, was 
accepted in his place. 
State’s Attorney Frost 
made his 
statem ent to the jury, reviewed the 
crim e at length, told of the m anner in 
which the girls m et their death, and 
described the Hart premises where the 
hom icide occurred. 
The attorney de 
dared that*Hart’s actions showed him 
to be sane. His answers to the officers 
w hen arrested showed that he was 
laboring under no insanity delusion. 
Mr. Carver then spoke briefly upon 
the defense of insanity. 
Mrs. Bridget Hart, the m other of 
the prisoner and his victims, w as the 
first w itness for the prosecution. 
She 
was evidently an "unw illing w itness.” 
After the prosecution had finished its 
exam ination the w itness volunteered 
the opinion that "John had not been 
right since he returned from the w est,” 
which testim ony being thrown out she 
retired. 
W illiam Hart, brother of the 
accused, told the story of finding N ellie 
and her condition.

The 
condition of Mrs. Stone’s body made 
expert testim ony as to the 
of 
her death necessary. 
"Was she mur­ 
dered or did she drown herself ?” T his 
was the question confronting judjje 
and jury. Supposing her to have been 
drowned, could the clavicle have been 
dislocated, the ribs fractured and ti 1- 
6nes torn after death? There wore di: 1- 
colorations on the body where the bloo» I 
bad settled as it does around a “ black 
eye.” 
Were these discolorations pro­ 
duced before death or after? 
Only an 
expert could determine and even ex­ 
perts seemed to disagree. 
Witnesses 
for the state thought the blood would 
not be forced out after death into torn 
tissues, as it was found in Mrs. Stone’s 
case. 
Witnesses for the defense said 
the presure of the rope around the 
chest might easily have replaced the 
action of the heart and pumped blood 
out violently.

For thirteen years he was 
superintendent of the Northern Wis­ 
consin Hospital for the Insane, at Osh­ 
kosh, and did a great deal of labora­ 
tory work, devoting much attention to 
the developement of mind in lower 
animals. 
He was sent abroad by the 
government to report on the cholera 
outbreak in Hamburg and the im m i­ 
gration of Russian Jew s to America 
and has just returned from this m is­ 
sion. 
His trip to Wales a few years 
ago is still remembered. 
He went to 
testify in behalf of the nephew’ of Mil­ 
lionaire Corcoran of Washington, on 
trial for the murder of his wife. 
Dr. Kempster had been Corcoran's 
family physician and had told relatives 
that the young man should be placed 
under restraint.

When testifying in the Ashton case 
Dr. Kempster said he had conducted 
between eight and nine hundred post 
mortems. 
He retired from practice a 
year or two ago, and went east to de­ 
velop a Delaware gold mine, but he 
has now returned to Milwaukee, and 
reentered the ranks of bis profession.
